DEATH RESULT Of ACCIDENT 
Milton John Ehrehart. one of the 


community's 
best 
known 
citizens, 


died at his home in Qualityville, at 
the edge of town, at 1:30 p. m. Tues- 
day, aged 69 years. 6 months and 23 
days. The deceased, who was a son 
of the late Thomas and Susan Ehre- 
hart, was reared near New Chester 
and followed the occupation of farm- 
ing on the old homestead near New 
Chester until about 15 years ago 
when he retired and moved to his late 
home near town. He was twice mar- 
ried, his first wife, who was Miss Mag- 
gie Moritz, died 10 years ago. A few 
years later he married Miss Ella M. 
Yeagy. who survives him. He was a 
member of Camp 22, P. O. S. of A. 
The funeral will be held from the 
house at 10 o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing. Interment will be made in New 
Oxford cemetery, the Rev. W. M. Al- 
lison officiating. 


Mr. Ehrehart's death was caused 


by an accident. As stated last week, 
during the severe windstorm on the 
night of November 4th he arose from 
his bed and in his attempt to locate 
the chain to pull on the electric light 
he made a misstep and fell down the 
stairway from the second to the first 
floor, receiving many cuts and bruis- 
es about the head and body, besides 
internal injuries.

THREE LODGES BURNED 


Three fires of incendiary origin in 


the South Mountain near Caledonia 
destroyed the hunting lodges of C. A. 
Stock. New Oxford, known as the 
Swift Run camp; the J. LeRoy Kane 
Camp on the Milton Bergner proper- 
ty, and another camp known as Camp 
18 which belonged to the Arendtsville 
hunting club, late Monday night. The 
fires were discovered by men connect- 
ed with the State forestry department 
located near Caledonia but the fires 
had gained such headway that little 
could be done toward saving them. 
Afl of the camps are located within 
five or eight miles of Caledonia and 
were completely destroyed. A fourth 
attempt was made against the Wind- 
sor Park camp on the John Irvln pro- 
perty. Here the fire was started but 
evidently the firebugs did not wait to 
see the results of their work for the 
woodwort did not catch fire and the 
interior of the lodge is only damaged 
by smoke. That the fires were start- 
ed by some one who sought revenge 
on the parties owning the camps is 
evident by the fact that between some 
of the camps whic^i were fired there 
were other lodges which escaped. It 
is possible that the culprit stole what- 
ever was of value in the lodges and 
then set fire to them. The State po- 
lice from Chambersburg are working 
on the case.

ARTHUR DONAHUE PAROLED 
After serving 2 of a 9-months' sen- 


tence. Arthur Donohue. 21, of near 
New Oxford, arrested in July, 1921, 
and sentenced by the Court at the Au- 
gust term for breaking in and stealing

They Must Learn the Business

If the 'k'liiocracies of the world aie to control 


international affaire, the) 11111.4 make it their duty to 
learn tho business, for without such comprehension 
they will run amuck. 
Autocracy has now passed and 


democracy has entered to rule tnc world. Open diplo- 
macy is its demand and within cortam limitations who 
is to" deny it the right that the real ruler, the people, 
-hould know? 


The new governing democracies are generous, 


They mean what ie right. 
They are honest. The} 


wish for peace. They abhor war, but they are most 


imperfectly informed. In every country you will find people, even in the 
democracies, holding that their country is always right. For them there 
is only one side to every question, and that is their country's side. 


They must learn that the idea of justice is not only justice to them- 


selves, but justice to others; that liberty is not only that they shall be free, 
but that they shall be glad that others are free. 
They must learn that in 


international affairs, just a<* in family affairs and neighborhood afl'airs, 
respect for the feelings and the prejudices of others is a condition of hav- 
ing one's own feelings and prejudices respected. 
. 


They must become internationally minded; they must learn that it is 


not what a nation does for itself, but what a nation does for humanity 
that makes greatness. They must learn that in God's good world the wa> 
to sustain the heights of prosperity is not to pulldown others and climb 
over them, but to help all up together to united success. 


This will be a long, slow process. It is not merely difficult to assimilate 


knowledge into millions and millions of minds of all degrees of capacity, 
but it is the <=low, difficult task of molding character, for it is a matter of 
character as well as a matter of knowledge. Human nature does not 
change, but human standards of conduct change, and among the plain 
peoples of Ihe earth, if we are to attain peace and justica, standards of 
conduct must change. It is a matter of growth.

one in which all the people are fully and well employed, are happy, have a 
well ordered government and what most people regard as good standards 
of morals and living.

Chicory is grown as a vegetable and 
forage crop in Europe and to a lesser 
extent as a vegetable in the United 
Slates. 
In some sections, notably in 
Michigan, there Js a co.i^iderable pro- 
I duction of tlie root for use as a coffee 
I substitute. 
It readily n m s wild, and 
the wild form has become in recent 
years a troul>lesome weed from the 
state 
of 
Virginia 
northward. . Its 
spread has increased 
from year 
to 
year until the Department of Agricul- 
ture finds It sufllciently disturbing to 
justify a warning to farmers. 


The seeds of the wild forms are 
usually distributed In grass and clover 
seed in which it occurs as an impurity. 
Farmers should watch for the appear- 
ance of the plants, readily identified 
by the blue flowers and thick roots, 
and eradicate it by cutting an inch or 
so below the soil surface. 
After cut- 
ting, drop a pinch of salt on the sev- 
ered root, which will prevent sprout- 
ing.

Tuberculosis of 
chickens is 
quite 
common and is caused by a type of 
tubercle 
bacillus which 1ms become 
adapted 
to birds. 
Transmission 
of 
tuberculosis from poultry 
to 
mam- 
mals, Including man, is rare except 
in case of hogs, 
liogs contract tuber- 
culosis from poultry, and are 
more 
susceptible to cattle tuberculosis than 
are cattle themselves. 
Chickens, wh m 
aíTected, squat in secluded places and 
gradually 
become 
emaciated. 
In 
dressing a diseased chicken the breast 
muscles are usually M'asted and 
the 
lesions are most likely to be found in 
the 
liver, 
spleen 
and 
intestines. 
Cheesy masses in any of these organs 
is always suspicious. 
Tlio disease may 
be detected by mei^na of the intrader- 
mal tuberculin test.—George 11. Glov-

That tho suit to contest the will 
of Sampson Albert, of Gardners, may 
develop a question of the sister's re- 
lationship is indicated in the answer 
to cliarges-of Geo, Albert, Table Rock,

burg, brother and sister of the de- 
. eased, nmde by Miss Marie Shenk, 
of Carlisle, beneficiary under the will, 
bequeathed an estate valued at ap- 
proximately $50.000.

ness Miss Shenk nursed the deceased 
Sampson Albert, who cut off his broth- 
er and sister with $5 each.
